IFTY years ago today, while 
F ine North was preparing indus- 

triously for a great war, it was 
preparing also to meet, as an inevit- 
able consequence of, that war, tne 
problem of the sick and wounded. As 
was most fitting, women took an im- 
portant part in this work. 

For years past the country had 
maintained an army of bat from 
20.000 to 25,000 men, and except in 
the Mexican war there had at no 


time been any need to consider how 
to care for forees larger than a few 


regiments quartered at widely dts- 
tant posts. 
Now, however, it was a question 


not of regiments, but of brigades afd 
divisions soon, perhaps, of army 
corps and of a war that might last 
for years. To meet this new situa- 
tion required a complete readjust- 
ment of the medical department and 
the reorganization of new forces that 
should look after the men in healtn 
and in sickness. . 

The governmental authorities had 
no lack of material for instruction. 
The last few years had seen grea: 
wars in the Crimea, in India and in 
Italy and these had taught in a way 
not to be forgottten the meaning of 
sanitation, of efficient nursing, of 
care of the men in the field. 

Heretofore, however, the legson 
had been learned after or during the 
war; now it was proposed to pre- 
pare for the war in advance. 


Sickness Already Beginning. 

For the purpose of such prepara- 
tion there was a great advantage in 
the time that elapsed since the evacu- 
ation of Sumter and the President's 
call for troops. 

There were as yet no wounded, but 
there were beginning to be the sick, 
the natural consequence of the man- 
ner in which thousands of men— 
some not physically sound, others 
mere boys, too young for active sola- 
fering—had been hurried to Wasn- 
ington for the capital's defense. 

Untrained militia, these men had 
borne the hardships of veterans. 
Many of them had joined their regi- 
ments with insufficient clothing; few 
had had enough and proper foon. 
They had marched in the sun, they 
had bivouacked in the rain and mud, 
they had been herded in railroad 
cars and steamboats. 

At Washington they had been 
quartered where there was room for 
them, and fed as best was possible. 
They had not learned yet how to look 
after themselves, and there was no 
one else to look after them. The re- 
sult had been the outbreak of dt1s-
